From 
seven days to five months theaverage 
increase should be three-quarters of 
an ounce daily. At five months the 
weight should be double that at birth. 
At sixteen months the weight should 
be double that at five mouths. Of 
eourse, infants vary from time to 
time, and each individual has a rue 
ofits own; the great point is that 
growth ought to be constant.

{From the Brooklyn Argus, 
Passing Away. 

Mark Twain evidently wept at the 
tomb of the wrong Adam. The 
great German ethnologists have set- 
tled the fact that the ecradel of the 
human race was in what is now 
Polynesia, but then a continent. 
They scattered off into Asia, Africa 
aud Australia. Meantime,the con- 
tinent occupied by them was slowly 
sinking out of sight, only the moun- 
tain “4 = appearing above the sea. 
‘These became islands, and the homes 
of detached and uncivilized tribes. 
lt is also stated that this downward 
movement is still in progress, a 
circumstance not encouraging to 
our possible acquisition of islauds 


in the Pacifie. The re- 
cent cable soundings in the 
Pacific shew a sunken continent, 


with mountains rising 12,000 feet 
high, many of them far below the 
water surface and some rising into 
islands. The savants also tell us 
that Long Island, New York and 
New Jersey are sinking at the rate 
ofasixth ofan inch a year, while 
‘Texas and the Pacific coast are rising 
from the sea—continental Aphro- 
dites, as it were. The whole great 
movement is very slow, and nove of 
our readers need flee to higher 
ground or getintoa panic because 
the solid earth is melting under their 
feet. Geology bas noted many and 
vast changes, and many more will 
yet form »art of the testimony of the 
rocks, Which is being laid up for the 
eyes of future student students of the 
problems that yex and worry the 
thoughts of to-day.
